In  submitting  my  Seventh  Annual  Report,  that  for 
the  year  1913  (together  with  an  epitome  of  the  work  performed 
by  the  Sanitary  Inspector,  Mr.  H.  H.  Turner),  I  have  again 
followed  the  scheme  recommended  in  the  Memorandum  issued 
to  Medical  Officers  of  Health  by  the  Local  Government  Board 
for  1912. 


A. — Natural  and  Social  Conditions  of  the  District. 

Boundaries. — The  District  lies  mainly  between  the 
County  Borough  of  Oldham  on  the  north,  the  Borough  of 
Ashton -under-Lyne  on  the  south,  the  Borough  of  Mossley  on 
the  east,  and  the  Urban  Districts  of  Failsworth  and  Droylsden 
on  the  west.  In  addition  there  is  a  portion  altogether 
detached,  and  surrounded  by  the  Springhead  and  Lees  Urban 
Districts  and  the  County  Borough  of  Oldham,  viz.  :  The 
Parish  of  Crossbank.  The  extent  of  the  District  being  shown 
in  that  it  is  five  miles  across  (crowflight)  from  N.E.  to  S.W. 

With  the  exception  of  the  Parishes  of  Bardsley,  Cross¬ 
bank  and  Waterloo,  which  are  industrial  in  character,  the 
District  is  entirely  Rural,  and  varies  in  height  above  Ordnance 
datum  from2  15-00  to  950-00  feet.  The  District  lies  upon  the 
grit  and  coal  formation,  interspersed  with  clay,  moss  overlying 
certain  portions  of  the  Parish  of  Littlemoss. 

Industries. — The  principal  industry  of  the  district  is  that 
of  Cotton  Spinning,  but  Coal  Mining  is  also  engaged  in. 
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There  are  in  the  district  seven  cotton  mills,  two  print  and 
hleach  works,  three  iron  and  roller  works,  one  rope  walk,  one 
medicated  sweets  works,  one  colliery,  one  wheelwright’s  shop, 
one  machine  shop,  one  sponge  cloth  cleaning  works,  two 
breweries,  four  quarries,  one  brickyard,  and  two  other  work¬ 
places.  All  these  factories  and  workshops  have  been  periodi¬ 
cally  visited  by  myself  and  the  Sanitary  Inspector,  and  every 
attention  has  been  given  to  the  sanitary  arrangements,  white¬ 
washing  of  rooms,  &c.  Means  of  escape  in  case  of  .fire  are 
provided  in  all  the  mills  and  works  where  necessary,  and  all 
requirements  within  the  meaning  of  the  Factory  and  Work¬ 
shops  Act,  1901,  &c.,  have  been  duly  insisted  upon.  No  home 
workers  are  registered  in  the  district.

B. — Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  District. 

Water  Supply. — The  larger  portion  of  the  district  is 
supplied  from  the  Reservoirs  of  Ashton-under-Lyne,  Staly- 
bridge  and  Dukinfield  Joint  Water  Board,  and  the  Parish  of 
Crosshank  is  supplied  from  the  Oldham  Corporation  Reservoirs, 
the  quality  of  the  water  in  both  cases  being  excellent.  No 
cases  of  lead  poisoning  have  occurred  during  the  past  four 
years.  The  higher  or  upland  portion  of  the  parishes  of  Alt 
and  Bartshead  being  dependent  upon  Springs  and  Wells,  the 
danger  of  Pollution  to  these  is  very  remote. 

Owing,  however,  to  the  farmers  in  the  Ashton-under- 
Lyne,  Stalybridge  and  Dukinfield  Water  Committees’  Supply 
District  being  compelled  to  insert  Water  Meters,  several  of  the 
farmers  have  reveited  to  the  Wells  upon  their  farms,  a  system 
to  he  deplored.

Bivers  and  Streams. — -The  river  Medlock  and  streams 
in  the  district,  being  under  the  supervision  of  the  Mersey  and 
Irwell  Joint  Committee,  your  Council  having  four  sewage 
schemes  in  operation  in  the  district,  the  pollution  of  such  river 
and  streams  is  very  slight.  This  slight  pollution  occurs  in  the 
upper  reaches  of  the  river,  but  as  the  Springhead  Urban 
District  Council  are  now  engaged  in  the  construction  of 
Sewage  Works  in  one  portion  of  your  Council’s  district,  viz. : 
in  the  Parish  of  Alt,  and  such  works  when  completed  will  he 
available  for  dealing  with  the  greater  portion  of  the  sewage 
from  this  parish,  I  consider  an  endeavour  to  arrange  with  the 
Springhead  Urban  District  Council  for  terms  to  treat  sewage 
from  this  portion  of  your  district  should  be  made,  and  would 
further  suggest  that  an  early  attempt  to  formulate  a  system  of 
sewers  for  this  portion  of  the  district  should  be  taken  in  hand 
as  soon  as  possible. 


Drainage  and  Sewerage.— There  are  four  Sewage  Works 
for  the  district,  being  severally  for  the  parishes  of  Bardsley, 
Crossbank,  and  two  for  Waterloo.  The  works  for  Crossbank 
are,  however,  outside  the  Council’s  district,  being  situated 
within  the  Dees  Urban  District.  As  far  as  possible  all 
properties  in  the  three  parishes  are  connected  to  the  sewers. 
Further  extensions  of  the  Crossbank  and  Newmarket  Sewage 
Works  have  been  carried  out,  and,  according  to  the  reports, 
satisfy  the  requirements  of  the  Mersey  and  Irwell  Joint 
Committee. 


Closet  Accommodation. — On  the  1st  of  April,  1913,  the 
Council  undertook  the  work  of  emptying  Closet  Ashpits,  &c., 
in  the  Parishes  of  Bardsley,  Ltttlemoss,  Waterloo  and  Wood- 
houses,  whilst  in  the  Parish  of  Crossbank  the  work  of  emotying 
the  sanitary  conveniences  has  been  let  to  a  Contractor.  The 
benefit  upon  the  health  of- the  district  and  the  absence  of  com¬ 
plaints  from  tenants  of  properties  of  inability  to  get  the  ash¬ 
pits,  &c.,  emptied,  is  being  felt,  but  1  must  reiterate  my 
recommendation  of  last  year  that  your  Council  should  earnestly 
take  in  hand  the  work  of  insisting  upon  the  large  open  and  wet 
ashpits  and  the  privies  being  converted  into  water  closets, 
especially  so  in  the  parishes  already  sewered.  In  other 
parishes  the  open  garden  cesspools  (only  few  in  number) 
should  be  entirely  done  away  with  and  proper  pail  closets  and 
ashpits  substituted. 
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During  the  twelve  months  ended  December  31st  last,  the 
following  work  has  been  done  :  — 

In  Bardsley,  2423  pails,  303  privies,  147  ashpits,  370  dry 
ashpits,  625  ash  cans  and  3  cesspools  have  been  attended  to  at 
a  cost  of  £164  10s.  lOd. 

In  Littlemoss,  340  pails,  192  privies,  110  ashpits,  34  dry 
ashpits  and  19  cesspools  at  a  cost  of  £35  2s.  lOd. 

In  Waterloo,  2242  pails,  1290  privies,  680  ashpits,  475 
dry  ashpits,  700  ash  cans  and  24  cesspools  at  a  cost  of 
£271  10s.  Od. 

And  in  Woodhouses,  1448  pails,  137  privies,  89  ashpits, 
177  dry  ashpits,  55  ash  cans  and  53  cesspools  at  a  cost  of 
£67  12s.  Id. 

Whilst  in  Crossbank  the  work  has  been  done  under 
contract  at  a  cost  of  £80. 

Public  Tips  have  been  provided  in  the  parishes  of 
Bardsley,  Littlemoss,  Waterloo  and  Woodhouses,  whilst  in 
Crossbank  the  refuse  from  the  ashpits,  &c.,  is  taken  by  the 
Contractor  for  manurial  purposes  into  the  neighbouring  district 
of  Springhead,  Yorkshire. 

An  Abstract  of  work  done  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector 
during  the  twelve  months  ended  December  31st  last  is 
appended  to  this  report. 

There  are  no  Underground  Bakehouses,  Cellar  Dwellings, 
or  Offensive  Trades  carried  on  in  the  district. 

Slaughterhouses,  four  in  number,  have  been  regularly 
inspected  and  surprise  visits  made  by  myself  and  Sanitary 
Inspector.  All  are  kept  clean,  well  supplied  with  water,  well 
drained,  and  are  regularly  whitewashed. 

Farms,  Cowsheds,  &c. — Improvements  are  still  being 
made  among  the  farms  (98)  in  the  district,  but  I  would  impress 
upon  the  Council  the  necessity  of  further  pressing  forward  the 
urgency  of  making  the  old  farmsteads  more  up  to  date, 
especially  in  regard  to  lighting,  air  space  and  water  supply. 
Four  farmsteads  have  been  attended  to  during  the  last  year. 
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Schools. — There  are  Nine  Elementary  Schools  in  the 
district,  each  being  well  supplied  with  Town’s  Water.  In  the 
Parish  of  Waterloo  a  new  County  School  has  been  erected 
under  the  Lancashire  County  Education  Department,  and  will 
be  ready  for  occupation  this  year. 

In  January  last  I  visited  the  School  at  Park  Bridge,  being 
informed  of  an  outbreak  of  measles,  bat  after  investigation 
found  no  cause  to  advise  the  closing  of  the  School. 

In  March  my  attention  was  called  to  an  outbreak  of 
mumps  at  the  Waterloo  Council  Schools,  and  again  I  found  no 
reason  to  take  any  action  to  close  the  School. 

In  April  an  outbreak  of  measles  occurred  at  the  Wood- 
houses  Church  Schools,  and  upon  enquiry  I  found  also  no 
cause  to  take  any  action  in  the  matter. 

Foods  and  Drugs. — The  administration  of  the  Food  and 
Drugs  Act  is  undertaken  by  the  Lancashire  County  Council  as 
far  as  regards  Milk,  &c. 

At  one  farm  a  cow  was  alleged  to  be  suffering  from 
tuberculosis  and  was  slaughtered  and  examined  by  the  County 
Official  and  myself,  and  the  carcase  was  passed  as  tit  for 
human  consumption. 

Housing — House  Accommodation. — House  accommoda¬ 
tion  in  the  district  is  fairly  adequate,  being  mainly  of  new 
cottage  or  artisan  class,  with  a  sufficiency  of  air  space  at  the 
rear  or  the  side  of  same. 

Five  cases  of  overcrowding  have  been  reported  during  the 
year,  and  after  notices  being  served  the  overcrowding  has  been 
abated. 

Smoke  observations  have  been  taken  in  seven  cases,  but 

have  been  found  to  be  within  the  limit  allowed  by  the  Council.

C. — Sanitary  Administration  of  the  District. 

Hospital. — The  only  hospital  in  the  District  is  the 
Hartshead  hospital,  under  the  Joint  Authority,  for  the  treat¬ 
ment  of  Smallpox  patients.  No  cases  admitted  during  1913. 

There  is  no  provision  for  treating  other  acute  infectious 
diseases  or  tuberculosis. 

Arrangements  have,  however,  been  made  with  the  Ashton- 
under-Lyne  Corporation  for  the  disinfection  of  “contacts” 
and  clothing  at  their  new  disinfecting  station.
